Melancholy Casualty. 

Tho sndclost acciJont that has oc- 
curred for years in this vicinity hap- 
pened yesterdaj' near t\w Cave of tho 
Winds, resulting in the. doath of n 
young hidy and gontlonuin of Niagara 
Falls, widely known and generally es- 
toonied by our eiti/.ens. 

A party consiHting of Efhelbert 
Parsons and Miss Lottie C. Philpott 
Jr., and wife. Miss Hattio Fields of 
Bulralo, and Chas. H. I'liilpott start- 
ed for tho Cavo of the Winds about 
live o'clock yesterday afternoon. They 
ehose thia hour because at no hour of 
the day can the rainbow "be seen in 
Hucb perfection. Arrived at the cave, 
they woi-e advised by ]Mr. Wright, tho 
lessee of the cave, to take a guide, but 
as they were all thoroughly familiar 
with tho place, and had made repeat- 
ed trips through the cave in former 
years, they declined the proffered as- 
sistanco, and started down the Biddlo 
Stairway for the cave. They followed 
the usual pathway until ihey reached 
the extreme eastern end of the railing, 
when they clambered out upon the 
rocks immediately in front of tho cave. 
William Philpott and his wife seated 
themselves on the rocks, while the 
others ventured out still farther, and 
descended to a stream which flows 
down over the rocks, in front and a 
little to the right of the cave. Here 
they remained for some time amusing 
themselves in tho water, which brawls 
over tho rocks and rushes through the 
crevices with great force. 

Finally, Miss Lottie went still fur- 
ther down toward the river and enter- 
ed the eddy, which, however, was 
partially protected by encircling 
boulders. Here she played in tho 
water, which at this place affords an 
excellent current bath, and was soon 
rejoined by her three other friends. 
Mr. Parsons entered the water with 
her, and while he was getting a foot- 
hold, that he might guard against any 
possible accident, the slipped. He had 
hold of her hand, and, as she fell, he 
caught her, and together they were 
swept into the current, which bore 
them down about thirty feet toward 
the river. Those ou tho rocks report 
that Miss Lottie was nest seen stand- 
ing up in the water and leaning 
against a large rock. 

They were now in a powerful cur- 
rent and both seemed to be making 
endeavors to save one another. Hor 
position was the mo.st precarious, since 
the slightest movement, either waj', 
would expose her to the full fury of 
the water.and once fairly in the i)ower 
of tho current all hopes of escape 
would be ended. I\Ir. Parsons, from 
bis position, could have easily saved 
himself, but thinking tliat he could 
rescue her, he seized her and tried to 
reacfa-tbe rock above them. Though 
he Waltled with the current with that 
strength which despair alone can give, 
they were both swept from tlioir van- 
tage ground on the rook, and whirled 
into tho maddening Hood below. Twice 
they wore seen to disappear below the 
aurFace. 

Parsons made heroic endeavors to 
reach the shore with her whom he had 
risked his life. He was a strong swim- 
mer, and was seen floating on liis back, 
supporting hor, and Ktrnggling against 
the current. AH his cH'oiIh were of 
no avail; the fatal cunent separatod 
them, and Miss Lottie, deprived of tho 
strong protecting arm tliat had before 
upheld her, disap[)eared with bands 
raised despairingly above her head. 

Mr. Parsons must have seen her go 
under the water, but he still made 
bravo eft'orts to preserve his own life. 
From the shore ho was soon struggling 
in an aimless wav' to keep his hoatl 
above tho water. A tliick cloud of 
sjiray intervened for a moment bo- 
tweou the drowning man and the 
friends who were powerless to lend 
him aid, and when it diHaj)poared,Par- 
flons was gone, and tlie cruel river 
iwopt on as tboiigli this trajjody had 
not been. 

. Such a casualty would be sad in any 
case; it is rendered doubly so when 
fctfe'Tiotiins are both r6sidents of the 
town — young people who have grown 
up' to womanhood and munhood 
among our citizens. Mr. Parsons was 
tho sou of tho late Horatio A.Par.soiiH, 
and was a young gontloman of fine 
•■"promlaa and njore than an average 
ability. Miss Lottie C. Philpott was 
the only daOghtor of William A. Pliil- 
pott, an old and highly respected citi- 
7,on of Niagara Falls. She was twonly- 
jivo years of age and was widely known 
for the beauty of hor person and cliar 
Mcter. The fact that she was soon to 



be led to the altar by the man who 
went to his death with hei, invests her 
untimely fate with an ali^ost weird 
romantic interotr. — [Niagara Falls 
Register, August 10th. 

England and Bnrmah- 

The correspondont of the London 
Times ut Calcutta, writing on tho 2i)th 
of J u no , says : — "Sir Douglas Forsyth , ' 
negotiations at Manadalay have been 
so far successful, and thoreis, at least 
for the present, no further danger of 
an open rupture with Jiarmah. Wo 
have not yet received full detailt; of all 
that passed between tjie envoy and 
the king, but the telegrams which have 
come in from day to day daring the 
past week toll us that a full explanation 
was given of the circumstances under 
which tho Cliineso Cieneral Leeseotahi 
was honiH'ably received, that the king 
has executed a formal agreement 
guaranteeing the independence of 
"Western Karennet), and tbatpermisson 
will bo granted for British troops tu 
pass through Burnieso Territory when- 
ever required. Sir Douglas Forsyth, 
it is added, was to have left Mandalay 
ou his return journey on the 25th 
There seemed to be no doubt that the 
Burmese had their own way as regards 
the boot question. Tho envoy was in- 
structed not to let this or any other 
minor point of etiquette stand in the 
way of tho speedy settlement of the 
more important issues. It would ap- 
pear that theofiScials of the court clung 
to their custom-, and that Sir Doughts 
Forsyth, in obedience to his orders, 
gave way to them and entered the 
royal presence without bis boots. But 
by way ol making some return for his 
ready complince with their wish, our 
ambassador was honored with a larger 
carpet than usual . Possil ly the In- 
dian Government was right in looking 
upon the question of boots or no boots 
as an unimportant point of etiquette, 
which might be waived without any 
injury to our prestige. But I fancy 
the public would have been belter 
pleased had tho opportunity been taken 
to do away once for all with a practice 
which, however trivial it may seoni to 
us, has the eflfect of giving Oriental 
despots an undue sense of their rela- 
tion to theBritish Government. Weak- 
ness and hesitation have for many 
years been the cliaracteristic features 
of our dealing with tho Court of Ava, 
and when at lasb-we haje taken up a 
bold and decided course it would have 
been well to show the Lord of the 
White Elephant that a mark of hum- 
ility, which may be i)roper enough in 
tho case of a Burman noble or of an 
envoy from some neighbouring barbar- 
ian chief, is altogether beneath tho 
dignity of the representative of the 
Empress nf India. 

No definite announcement has yot 
been made regarding the course which 
will -now be followed in bringing tho 
Karennee boundary ([uestion to a satis- 
factory conclusion. Tlio ]jr(jbiiblliti('s 
are that Sir Douglas l''orsyth will re- 
turn to India at once, and t hat oiliceis 
will be sent next cokl season to mark 
off the Doundary lines. It is believed 
that some Burmesh officials will be 
asked to look on, but that a Joint Com- 
mission will on no account be conced- 
ed. It is, however, jjossiblc that the 
Embassy may remain for some time at 
Kangooii pending the leceiiit of fartlior 
instructions from Simla. If tho expla- 
nations of the King have not been al- 
together satisfactory, or if, na has been 
rejiorted, ho has protluced some evid- 
oiu;e regarding tho matters in dispute, 
this latter couse may lie adopteil.

At the late soasion the House voted 
$(;00() for immignition i^urpoaes. The 
grant was inatlo in March. We have 
now reached Septombor. The season 
of the year during which iinmigrant.s 
may bo safely advised to come here 
has passed awiiy unimproved. No 
immigrant.s have been invited; none 
luive been assisted to come. The mo- 
ney, if it has not been ])aid away for 
other purposes, lies in the Treasury. 
A small colony of New Brunswickers 
— through the agency of the conduc- 
torH of this paper— came over early in 
the year and received some trilling 
pecuniary help from the Government, 
who undertook to settle them on pub- 
lic land on the Island north of the 
Eailway Belt, beyond the reach of 
BohooU, churches, and neighbors — 
.Bave the Indian tribe whoso hostility 
was aroused a shm-t time ago by the 
killing of one of their chiefs by a for- 
mer Superintendent of Police, and 
who were so manifestly unfriendly to- 
wards the new-comers that they,heiug 
: afraid to stay there, came south to 
Comox and have taken up fams on 
the Railway Belt. This is the only 
instance that we are aware ofin which 
any encouragement whatever has been 
held out to settlers by the Govern- 
ment, if we except the preferred free 
grant of 250 acres of laud in lS7;i, 
which was refused to those who came 
to got them. With i?GOOO in their 
hands the Government might, were 
they so disposed, settle about lOU 
families on the farming lauds of the 
Province; but they seem to lack that 
energy and decision of character 
which is necessary for the successful 
management of the public afluirs of 
the country. One of the speakers at 
Cowichan, the other day, (a Govern- 
ment supporter) said he bad but one 
fault to find with thom — they wore not 
energetic enough. Thoso who have had 
biiainess to transact at tho public ofllces 
say the Government nvo neitlier energetic 
nor honest. There is certainly no inter- 
est in which they have shown less energy 
than in that of immigration. With abun- 
' dant means at their disposal they have 
done' Boaroely anything to assist people to 
reach the Proyinco or to treat properly 
the few who have come on their own 
means. Look at the roads now building: 
Nine ont of ten of the laborers employed 
upon them ore Chinamen. Look 
at the drydook: The iucoese- 
ful contraotora expect to employ a regi- 
ment of moon-eyed navvies. Take the im- 
provements at the (iovernmont Build- 
ings: the working force is exclusively 
composed of couviots. In fact, from top 
to bottom, from cellar to Riuret— froiu 
the Coast to the watershed of the Kueky 
Mountains, where any work under the 
control of this Government is in i)rogross 
almost the only laborers engaged are 
Chinamen and convicts. Instead of Bti- 
pulating when culling for tenders that 
free white labor shall be employed at the 
rate of wages paid elsewhere on the Coast 
■ and that the supply of white free labor 
shall first be exhausted before China- 
men or convicts ehall be put 
on, the contractor is left to 
follow his own device, and, consequently, 
the white man goes to the wall. Hun- 
dreds of desirablo young immigrants,— a 
ready-made, active, intelligent, industri- 
ous class — came to the Trovince last 
spring unassisted by Government funds. 
All they asked was work until they could 
get acquainted with the country, its chnr- 
BCter and its resources. We know at least 
a score who were given letters to Govern- 
ment road-contractors and bosao-s; but 
when the letters wore handed to the pur 
ties to whom they were addreB.so<l, the 
answer invariably was, "Wo have got as 
many men (Chinamen) as we can find 
room for." Disheartened by the cold 
indilTerenco of the Oovornment, numbers 
of these valuable immigrantn liiivu found 
employment and homert in California, or 
have returned to the ICiist. Wo believe 
that one of the cauboa of the iuton.so hos- 
»- tility that is shown to the Government in 
country districts lies in their persistent 
employment of Chinamen and their fail- 
ure to adopt measures to retain ill our 
midst valuable iinniif,'rantH or to inuuh'ur- 
ato a sensible and praeticitl iMiiuigriiti(jn 
scheme in connection witli the other Pro- 
vinces. Now, tlio liuform Party proi)Ose 
to take hold of this important interest in a 
praotioable and comprehensive manner to 
frame a scheme by which (while euro 
will be taken that the supply shall never 
eicceod the demand) all who come ready 
and willing to work will not bo elbowed 
out of the country by Chinamen; and that 
/icttlera who come to tako up land on our 
shores will, instead of being loft to shift 
for themselves, he met on the thresh 
old by intelligent agents, walking 
handbooks, who, provided with maps and 
all iiecoasary information, will conduct 
them to tho various districts, and placo 
thom on tho public land which shall bu 
made in FitKE QuA.NTs to ACTUAL Hrn- 
TijEBB.There will also be an immediate stop 
put to the sale of public lands to spocn- 
Ifltors. Large traota have been disposed 
of by tho present Government, and 
lictual settlers must either buy 
of tho land-grabbers, or rest content 
with trocts lying far buck from tho river 
and to which no ro.uls have as yot been 
made. Under a Free Grant syMiuu hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres now lying 
idle, through the dog-in tlio niangor po- 
lioy of the Government, in New West- 
wbiBter District alone would bo reclaim- 
fid and made to contribute their quota to- 
wards Iho lifo suntaining forces of tho 
country. We fool sure that we shall bo 
ii) Bupported in tho assertion that tho Gov- 
Arnment have been wilfully neglectful of 
' ^ tlieir duty respecting the arrangement of 



a feasible immigration policy, and that 
thoir eucouragoiuout of land-grabbers 
and Chinamen to tho exclusion of actual 
settlors and free white laborers is 
among tho blaokost records against thom.

Paid in Auckland £12 
per ton for flour; sold it for £24 per ton, 
sugar in bond cost 2", pence per tb; sold 
at six pence per Ih, etc, etc. Sold my 
stationery. Well I am glad I am leaving 
this Kava-drinking ICavn-loving racia.

Siiico 1 came hero I havo soon pieces of 
red cloth, knives and glass lieads that 
Capt. Cook left with tho natives and 
which they keep as hoir-looras, I drank 
a great deal of Kava siuoo i have been 
hero, and after going through tho ordeal 
of seeing it chewed and prepared for 
drinking, drank it. The reasou Ihadtp 
drink so much of it was that I intended 
to stay some time among them. The 
Kava has to bo prepared fresh. It would 
bo considered a great insult to refuse to 
ilrink it, aud they would revenge tho in- 
sult tho lirst opportunity. The Kava is 
banded round to the guests by the best 
looking damsel in the crowd, in cocoa- 
nut shells, who make an exhibition of 
what Burns describes as, 

"T«r«" drifted heaps, iai' fair to nco."

A Now York diapixtch aiiys: Tlio fail- 
ure of the Bank of Culiloiiiin. whilo im- 
mediately couaed by ilio doiioaitors' ruu 
was directly tbo outcome of a coulliot bu- 
t ween two Glasses of Oalifornia Hpocnla- 
tors: One of the Bank of California party 
headod by Jlr. Rulaton ami Mr. Sharon, 
tho other hoadeJ bv Flood & O'Briouand 
lloydenfolt. Tho Inttor party havo os- 
tabliBhed a bank in San Franuisco oallod 
tho Bank of Nevada, with a cash capital 
of flvo luillfou dollars in gold, and tho 
right to iucroaso to twenty millioua. In- 
cidental to this right tUey have boon min- 
ing the property known as the Savago, 
the Oalodonia, tlie Oalifornia, the Ophir 
and tbe Oon. Virginia. Tho three latter 
nro known as tho bip: bonanza niino.s, 
and tho Bank of Calilnrni.^ i)arlly obt un- 
ed control of tlieni; in KL'ttmg thi.-. con- 
trol the .stock of CJalifornia run uii from 
igCO to $800. It was then multiplied by 
fivo, wbiob would make the higliost price 
$160. Ifc has since declined to Tho 
Ophir stock, while they were getting 
control, advanced from §80 to 8700 and 
wa3 multiplied by five, making one shaie 
roprosont 8140 iu now stock.

Editorially commenting on the failure 
of the Bank of California the Evening 
Post sflys: Had the bank followed a le- 
gitimate banking business, its strength 
might have been as enduring as time, but 
its failure shows that even the strongost 
must conform to laws which eiperiinco 
has prescribed or must submit to tho ine- 
vitable penalties which follow a dopai- 
turo from them. Tho Bank of California 
has simply abused its credit, and has 
been overtaken by the consequenooa. 
The Bank of British North America and 
the Bank of British Columbia advanced 
considerable sums of exchange, but our 
advices here are to the ell'ect that they 
were careful to take ample collateral. 
The Loudon and San Francisco is 
managed by Milton S. Latham, whose 
local knowledge of securities advanced 
onght to protect his Loudon principals 
agsioBt altimate loss. The London 
and East Indies correspondent 
of the Bank of California is the 
Oriental Banking Corporation, an old 
and influential concern, not likely, we 
should suppose, to give expressive open 
credits to Ealston. Indeed it seems that 
bia transatlantic, if not his Oriontsl fa- 
cilities, were praotically cheeked, if not 
exhansted, of late, and hence hia opera- 
tions in exchange referred to in this mar- 
ket in endorsed bills of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia.

— Incompliance with 
your recjuest to givo you an "itoni" about 
our town and Duaso Creek, I shall not 
draw upon my imagination, which might 
perhaps picture the prospects of thoao 
mines'in brighter colors than they de- 
serve, but shall ooufiuo myself to what I 
know to be facts. 

Tho population of Dease Creek, not iu- 
oludiug that of Laketowu, according to 
an imporfoot oonBiia taken lately by a re- 
liable person, e.xceeds tot) men and pro- 
bably reaches 5()U, inohidiug about 100 
Chinamen. A few of tho claims now 
working pay as high as 3oz., per day to 
the hand, manjr more from'$8 to-$2Q[ ..peir 
day; entire failures are comparatively 
rare. Tho quality of the gold ia vory dif- 
foront iu dilltirout localities. That coming 
from tho upper part of tha crook, and es- 
pecially that coining out of the bank 
claims, being more valuable than that be- 
ing extracted from tha claims iu the lowor 
part of the creek. In the paying claims 
generally from 6 to 15 extra hands are 
employed at from $8 to §12 per day, tho 
latter amount being paid to goodforomon. 
I have hoard it repeatedly stated that 
from no to KM) good minors could now got 
work at tho former liguro.

Mutton, the only fresh 
moat hero now, is sold at from 40 to 45ot8, 
but tue lioof cattle on their way here over- 
land, and now duo, will probably reduce 
fresh meal to from 20 to 25ct3. per Ih. 
Tliere aro uocriuios to ho recorded, and tho 
Court of Assizes will find but a poor 
calendar. Mining suits of small impor- 
tance are freqnent enough. We count 
two white married ladies among our po- 
pulation. The general opinion is that we 
shall have here a prosperous mining 
camp for many years to oomo.

R.\N- Frani isco, Aug. 2G— At 5 p.m. the 
representatives of the jjress met in the 
president's oftico of tho Bank of Califor- 
nia. The following written statement was 
read: 

The trnstoos are under the painful ne- 
cessity of stating to customers of the bank 
anil till! pulilic thit tho bank is compell- 
ed to suspend business at this moment, 
and without reports from agencies, is not 
prepared to make a statomont as to the 
situation of tho bank, but we are now ex- 
am iuing its interests critically, and will 
at the earliest possible moment make a 
delinito reijort. 

President Palston stated orally that on 
hia own resoonsibility and that of tho of- 
ficers of tho bank, there was no doubt 
they would be able to meet all obliga- 
tions. In reply to the question when 
they expected to open again, ho said 
"Not at all," and stibsoquently on a re- 
petition of the (piestion be said, "We do 
nut (•.•v|ieel to resume." Balston further 
stated th;it about Sl,40O,OOO was paid out 
to day. Nil assistance was received from 
other baiikii, though appUoatioo was 
niado for it. 

Tlio excitement on Oalifornia street was 
intense. The street was blocked dnring 
the afternoon. 

A run was madi on the National Gold 
Bank & Trust Co., but the bank continu- 
ed paym 'ut until tho closing hour, and 
ami ll^iSl.l■tl•d It:; lililhly to settle all do- 
iiiaiids 111 com or Ij-Jiids.

The funeral will 
take place on Sunday and the iuquoat to- 
morrow afternoon. 

As regards tho tiiiaucial prospect, in 
tho best informed circles it is believed all 
the banks will go on without further 
trouble, and that the National Gold Bank 
and Trust Company and the Merohants' 
Exchange Bunk will resume business on 
Monday. 

The town is full of rumors, and the 
Htroots lit this hour, 4 p. m., are crowded 
with people. It is understood that owing 
to the excited state of feel manifested, 
arrangements have been made to call out 
the military to preserve order, if necessa- 
ry. 

It id diflioult at present to state the ef- 
fect of Ralston's failure on the manufac- 
turing enterprises in whioh he was inter- 
ested. It is feared the Kimball Manu- 
faotnring .Oompany will hardly survive 
the shook. The Rolling Mills are in 
better condition. The Cornell Watch 
Factory will probably be seriously crip- 
pled. The effect of the failure on mining 
cannot be estimated, as at present there 
is no market. All business in that line 
is off. 

Of tho many tboorios advanced as to 
tho causes of the failure are tho follow- 
ing: Sending money ont of the city to 
buy wheat, looking up coin by other par- 
ies, speculation in mining stocks, etc. A 
statement made by Ralston will bo of in- 
terest. Throughout all lho public inter- 
views yostoniay and to-day Mr. Ralston 
stated explicitly that the suspension was 
not owing to any hostile action by ad- 
verse parties, and that the best of feeling 
prevailed between himself and parties 
who have been credited with the lock-up 
of coin. At an interview last evening at 
Mr. Ralpton's residonco he ropoatod that 
assertion in tho prosonoo of other parties. 
As your reporter left the room Ralston 
followed him into the hall and said: "Tho 
statements I have made as to the causes 
of failure are my ' statemeoto to the 
world. As a matter of personal and pri- 
vate information I toll you that this fail- 
ure is the result of porsistont effort for 
months to break Uiis b.uik." Under pro- 
sent circniiistanoes your rpjiortor beho- 
ves it prupei^.jto lualio tliis public.

Coin 
is being transferred during the day 
from U. S. Treasury and though no 
loans can yot bo obtainod, money is 
easy. Real cataio dealers say the ef- 
fect on that branch of business will be 
rather beneficial than otherwise and 
prices have been maintained: tho 
general impression since the partially 
coiii])lotoil iiKjUcst on Kalstou is op- 
posed to tbo suicidal theory. Fuiioral 
of Ralstoh is postponod till ^^lumlay. 
Flags all over town and from shipping 
in tbo harbor aro at half mast. The 
feeling in tho mercantile community 
this morning is vory confident. It is 
believed that next 5londay, colloctiou 
day, will pass without failures. A 
strong disposition is manifested to 
help each other. An inquest is now 
being held on tho body of Ralston.
